Justice, Wisdom, Love, Power. 


These are the fundamental Divine 


attributes. The first three have been 
exhibited to us in operation. We won- 
der and adore Divine justice, unchange- 
able; Divine wisdom, inscrutable; Di- 
vine love, immeasurable. What re- 
mains, therefore, is to see the final 
demonstration of Divine power in ac- 
tion. A sample of it was given us by 
our Lord, when he awakened Lazarus 
from the sleep ot death, as showing 
further the glories of his coming King- 
dom—the Divine Kingdom.

The work of this Gos- 
pel Age, the selection of the Church 
from amongst mankind, demonstrates 
further the justice, wisdom, love and 
power of God: but the power still 
waits for a full development. If that 
element of the Divine character shall 
prevail, it will indeed mean what our 
text declares, that "Great joy shall 
come to all people."
